The discovery of five hollow clay 
cylinders under the ruins of the 
shrine built by King Dunghi inf an- 


other section of the excavation site 
throws light upon ceremonies sim- 
ilar to those practiced in Egypt at 
a later date. The shrine itself 
was in such ruin that little could be 
traced other than the floor foun- 
dation. 

Beneath this shrine of interest to 
the acheologist, was found a white 
shell carving of a_ seated bull 
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| with uncanny precision 


which is attributed to the 
dynasty of Ur, around 3300 B 
9 Massive Walls. 

The walls of the building are of 
most. massive’ construction yet 
found in Ur. Huge piers of burnt 
brick with gateways eight feet high 
are still standing. 

The building was founded in the 
third dynasty, begun apparently by 
Ur-Engur (2500 B. C.) and _fin- 
ished by his grandson, Bur-Sin, and 
their records speak of it as the 
E-Gig-Par of the Goddess Nin-Gal.

kings, who inherited the overlord- 
ship of Mesopotamia, and nearly 
all ef these rulers are represented 
on the site by inscribed bricks or 
other written testimony.

Does Not Oondemn. 

Judge Gayer deplores the ‘fact 
that in increasing numbers young 
men and women of the supposedly 
respectable classes are coming be- 
fore the criminal courts, but he 
does not censure youth itself. 

Im an interview, though he ac- 
khpowledged he is shocked at the 
increase of youthful delinquency, 
I] could not get him to utter a word 
of condemnation, not even of that 
genus we have been calling in our 
discussion on this page “flaming 
youth.” 

In the case of this problem of 
flaming youth, it is parents, usually 
the too indulgent ones, who are the 
incendiaries. 

Oh, how he does censure parents 
and the evil influences under which 
they permit their offspring to fall.
